The Floristoo. prtper plant ia sched- 


uled to begin operations early in Jane. 
It is an institution that will benefit 
both Oalifornia and Western Nevada 
by furnishing employment to many 
men and increasing business transac- 
tions between Floriston and the neigh- 
boring towns. 


Two remarkable things place the 


mill at the front rank of similar plants, 
viz, it ia third largest paper mill in 
America and the wooden pipe which 
conducts water lo the turbine wheels 
is the largest conduit ia the world. 
There are seven turbine wheels whose 
oombihed force ia 5100 horse power. 


These wheels pat into motion ma-
